ERLIN, March 19 (via London. 
B 1:05 p.m.)—<An attack on Lon- 
don by Zeppelins lasting one 
and one-half hours has been made, 
the War Office announced today. 
Bombs were dropped successfully 
and the airships returned safely. 
The statement follows: 
“On Friday night and Saturday 
morning despite a violent counter-

LYMOUTH (via London) March 
19.—-Fifteen members of the 
crew of the American steamer 

Vigilancia lost their lives when the 
steamer was torpedoed by a Ger- 
man submarine. The survivors 
were in lifeboats from Friday morn- 
ing until Sunday afternoon. 

Among those drowned were sev- 
eral American citizens, including 
Third Officer Neils P. North and 
Third Engineer Carl Adeholde. This 
information was given out by Capt. 
Frank A. Middleton of New York, 
who, with the survivors, of the Vigi- 
lancia, has reached the mainland 
and probably will make affidavits 
tomorrow before the American Con- 
sul. 

To the Associated Press, 
Middleton said today that his — 
Was sunk without warning. Two 
lifeboats were lowered from the 
Vigilancia and the crew of forty- 
three men got into them. Owing to 
the swell of the ocean, however, 
twenty-five men were threwn into 
the weter. The boats of the cap- 


tain and the mates picked up ten A 


of the men but other fifteen 
were drowned. 
Capt. Middleton says he saw no 


submarine during the attack but 
that one of the engineers thinks he 
saw a periscope. 
two oily streaks on the water about 
a thousand yards from the steamer, 
which he took to be the tracks of 
torpedoes. The Vigilancia was fiy- 
ing the American flag and her name 
and a flag were painted on either 
side. Speaking of his experiences 
in the boat, Capt. Middleton said: 
“After rescuing as many of the 
crew as possible in the boats we 
had biscuits and water. At night I 
fired distress signals. Several times 
by the glare of the lights I saw a 
submarine following fifty yards 
from the boats between 10 o'clock 
Friday night and 2:50 o’clock Sat- 
urday morning, but it made no at- 
tempt to help us. We suffered great 
hardships in the boats. One man 
of the engine room staff is paralyzed 


as a result of exposure.”

LIBERATION OF FRANCE 
IS WELL UNDER WAY. 


IBT ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P. 


ARIS, March 19, noon.—The 
French, closely following the 
retiring Germans, reoccupied 
Guiscard last night and at several 
points reached the railroad from 
Ham to Nesle, the War Office an- 
nounces. Troops were pushed along 
the national road to St. Quentin. 
“East of Nesle the second Ger- 
man position was captured. The 
statement says 100 villages have 
been reoccupied by the French in 
three days. Many of these towns 
had been devastated. Thousands of 
persons whom the Germans were 
unable to send to the rear came 


forward to t the French. 

“On the Verdun front the Ger- 
mane made a heavy attack between 
Avocourt and Dead Man Hill, after 
artillery preparation. They pene- 
trated the French lines on a front 
of 250 yaras, but were ejected from 
part of this position after violent 
hand-to-hand fighting. The state- 
ment follows: 

“Last night small detachments of 
troops which were holding the 
enemy in close contact, continued 
their forward march without check. 
East of Nesle some of these detach- 
ments reached several points on the 
railroad between Ham and Nestle. 
North of Noyon we have occupied 
Guiscard and our patrols have ad- 
vanced along the national road to 
St. Quentin. 

“No less than 100 villages and 
hamlets have been occupied by us 
in the past three days. Many of 
these places have been devastated 
and ruthlessly pillaged by the 
enemy, Thousands of inhabitants 
who could not be sent back by the 
Germans came forward to welcome 
our soldiers. 

“In the Argonne, near Haraze, we 
delivere a surprise attack and took 
some prisoners. On the left bank of 
the River Meuse yesterday eve- 
ning, after a violent bombardment 
on the front between Avocourt and 
Dead Man Hill, German forces de- 
livered a strong attack upon our po- 
sitions between these two points. 
Our curtain of fire and the fire of 
our machine guns broke the waves 
of this assault along the greater por- 
tion of the front attacked before it 
was possible for the enemy to reach 
our line and resulted in the 
infliction of heavy losses. Near Hill 
No. 304 and in the outskirts of the 
Avocourt wood some Jetachments 
of the enemy were successful in 
penetrating our lines over a di- 
tance of 260 meters and there was a 
spirited hand-to-hand engagement. 
As a result of this fighting, the 
enemy was driven back from a por- 
tion of the advanced positions they 
had occupied. 

“During the day of March 18, 
Adjutant Madon attacked at close 
range and brought down his eighth 
German aeroplane. During the same 
day another German machine, after 
having been engaged by one of our

other German aeroplane came 
down March 17 at a point north of 
Cerny-en-Laonnols. 

“During the evening of March 17 
and the following night a French 
air squadron bombarded the fac- 
tories and blast furnaces at Thien- 
ville and in the Briey Valley as well 
as certain convoys of enemy troops 
which were marcning in the region 
of Guiscard.” 

FULL RETREAT. 


The German line at last accounts 
was in full retreat over a section 
which represents almost one-fifth of 
the vast front from Switzerland to 
the sea, closely pressed py the French 
and British. French troops ad- 
vancing with the precision of a ma- 
chine along a forty-mile front, have 
recaptured important towns and 
many square miles of territory, ac- 
complishing that with small cost to 
themselves, so carefully has every 
detail of the advance been thought. 
out, 

In the Lassigny region west of 
Roye the Germans appear to have 
made only a weak defense since the 
French were able to push forward 
thirteen miles at one bound. Gen. 
Nivelle, the French commander, who 
is credited with possessing almost 
uncanny ability to gauge the pow- 
ers of his opponents, is following up 
the retreating Germans with great 
rapidity. It is regarded here as 
doubtful whether the Germans wilh 
find it feasible to offer serious re- 
sistance before reaching the basic 
line of defense between Lille and 
Soissons, two days’ march from 
where they now are. 

LIBERATION. 


Tomorrow or the day after two 
entire French departments, those of 
the Oise and Aisne, will be liberated 
from the German invader, according 
to reports from the fighting front. 
The total territory now regained w 
roughly calculated at 620 square 
miles, 

The nature of the ground over 
which the Germans retreated was 
almost all against them and they 
were harried by cavalry, which is 
now being used in force for the first 
time since the battle of the Marne.

He showed that 
out of this total 
amount invested home and 
foreign securities for any single year 
was only a little over 3700,00, 000. 
Yet the total of last year’s loans was 
seven fold greater than this maxi- 
mum. In other words the Germans 
are now, under the stress of the 
greatest war in history, investing 
seven times as much money as in 
their most prosperous years of peace. 

Germans are, however, more deep- 
y interested just now in financial 
problems of the future than finding 
explanations for past successes. The 
rapid growth of the national debt, 
with the certain prospect of a fur- 
ther big expansion, undoubtedly is 
the source of the gravest anxiety 
among thoughtful financiers and 
The war expenditures 
up to the present time are estimated

“The public interest begets a 
public right of regulation to the full 
extent necessary to secure and pro- 
tect it,” said the opinion, adding 
that in the emergency of threatened 
destructive suspension of nationa} 
transportation, Congress acted with- 
in its powers in providing a wage 
standard and other means necessary 
to protect the public interests. 

It also deciared that the Adamson 
act is neither unworkable, confisca- 
tory, experimental, nor in excess of 
Congressional railroad regulatory 
authority, but in effect was compul- 
sory arbitration, a ~ower “which it 
(Congress) undoubtedly possessed” 
and “inevitably resulted from its 


authority to protect interstate com- 


merce in dealing with a situation 
like that before it.” 

Concurring in the main principles 
enunciated by the majority, Justice 
McKenna expressed the opinion that 
the law is an hours-of-service and 
not a wage-fixing statute. He also 
suggested increase of railway rev- 
enue probably would be provided if 
wage increases resulted. 

DISSENTERS. 


The dissenting opinions—Justices 
Day and McReynolds delivering in- 
dividual views, and Justices Pitney 
and Vandeventer jo.aing in one an- 
nouncement—variously asserted that 
the Adamson act is void because 
beyond constitutional powers of 
Congress, because it takes railroads’ 
property without due process of law, 
or because it is not an hours-of- 
labor statute nor a legitimate regu- 
lation of commerce. . 

Justices Pitney and Vandevanter 
denied that Congress has power to 
fix wages of common carriers’ em- 
ployees—a power upheld by the ma- 
jority. Justice Day did not admit 
or deny such power, dissenting be- 
cause, he said, the law illegally 
takes railroad revenues and gives 


tem to the trainmen by “arbitrary, 


illegal Congressional fiat.” In up- 


ty 

Federal Judge Hook's de- 
cree enjoining its enforcement and 
dismissed the railroads’ test suit, 
leaving the Federal government free 
to enforce the statute under its 
stringent penalty. Dismissal of about 
500 other railroad injunction sufts 
pressing of which was suspended 
under agreement by the government 
and the roads, will follow as a mat- 
ter of course. 

The wage increase sustained dates 
back to January 1, when the Adam- 
gon act was made effective. Railroads 
have been keeping account of train- 
men's wages due for prompt pay- 
ment upon today’s decision. 
temporary wages increases are ef- 
fective under the law until the 
Goethals commission reports, while 
the future wage scales under 
permanent eight-hour day standard 
will await either rivate or Con- 
Fresstonal action after the report. 

That the railroads will ask either 
Congress or the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to authorize rate 
increases to meet the increased wage 
costs entailed has been plainly in- 
dicated through all stages of the 
controversy. 

Atty.-Gen. Gregory sald tonight 
that the court's finding was naturally 
ra to the government and 
added: “The decision disposes of 
the large questions tmmediately in- 
volved and will likely have a bear- 
ing on other issues which may de- 
velop.” 

THE MAJORITY OPINION. 

The majority opinion as deliv- 
ered by Chief Justice White follows: 

“Was power in Congress 
under the circumstances existing to 
deal with the hours of work and 


engaged 
is the prin- 
cipal question here to be considered. 

“Its solution, as well as that of 
other questions which also arose, 
will be clarified by a brief state- 
ment of the conditions out of which 
the controversy arose. 

“Two systems controlled in March, 
1916, concerning wages of railroad 
employees; one an eight-hour stand- 
ard of work and wages with addi- 
tional pay for overtime, governing 
on about 15 per cent. of the rail- 
roads; the other a stated mileage 
task of 100 miles to be performed 
during ten hours with extra pay 
for any ess, in force on about 
865 per t. of the roads. 

“The organizations representing 
the employees of the railroads in 
that month mede a formal demand 
upon the employers that, as to all 
engaged in the movement of trains, 
except passenger trains, the 100- 
mile task be fixed for eight hours, 
provided that it was not so done as 
to lower wages and provided that 
an extra allowance for overtime cal- 
culated by the minute at one and 
one-half times the rate of the regu- 
lar hour’s service be established. 

The demand made this standard 
obligatory on the railroads but 
optional on the employees, as it left 
the right to the employees to re- 
tain their existing system on any 
particular road if they elected to 
do so. The terms of the demand 
were as follows, except the one which 
reserved the option, which is in the 
margin and others, making article 
1 applicable to yard and switch- 
ing and hostling service: 

“article 1. (A) In all road serv- 
tee 100 miles or less, eight hours 
or less will — a <7. ex- 
cept in ger service. fles in 
excess „Fee will be paid for at the 
game rate per mile. 

“(B) On runs of 100 miles or 
less, overtime will begin at the ex- 
piration of eight hours. 

“(C) On runs of over 100 miles 
overtime will begin when the time 
on duty exceeds the miles run di- 
vided by twelve and one-half miles 
per hour. 

“(D) All overtime to be com- 
puted on the minute basis and paid 
for at time and one-half times the 
pro rata rate. 

“(E) No one ehall receive less 
for eight hours or 100 miles than 
they now receive for a minimum day 
or 100 miles for the class of engine 
used or for service performed. 

„ Time will be computed con- 
tinuously from time required for 
duty until release from duty and re- 
sponsibility at end of day or run. 

“The employers refused the de- 
mand and the employees, through 
their organizations, by concert of ac- 
tion, took the steps to call a genera! 
strike of all railroad employees 
throughout the whole country. 

“The President of the United States 
invited a conference between the 
parties. He proposed arbitration. 
The employers agreed to it and the 
employees rejected it. The President 
then suggested the eight-hour 


employers rejected this and the em- 
ployees accepted it. Before the 
disagreement was resolved, the 
representatives of the employees 

called a general strike 


throughout the whole country, fixed 
for an early day. The President, 
stating his efforts to relieve the sit- 
uation and pointing out that no re- 
sources at law were at his disposal 


subject to the supreme unrestricted for compulsory arbitration to save 


the commercial disaster, the prop- 
erty injury and the personal suffering 
of all, not to say starvation, which 
would be brought to many among 
the vast body of the people if tne 
strike was not prevented, asked Con- 
gress, first that the eight-hour stand- 
ard of work and wages be fixed by 
law, and, second, that an official 
body be created to observe during 
a reasonable time the operation of 
the legislation and that an explicit 
assurance be given that if the result 
of such observation established such 
an increased cost to the employers as 
justified an increased rate, the power 
would be given to the Interstate 


it. Congress responded by enacting 
the statute, whose validity as we have 
said, we are called upon to consider. 

“The duty to do so arises from the 
fact that the employers, unwilling 
to accept the act and challenging 
the constitutional power of Congress 
to enact it, began this typical suit 
against the officers of certain labor 
unions and the United States District 
Attorney to enjoin the enforcement 
of the statute. 

„The law was made to take ef- 
fect on the Ist of January, 1917, 
To expedite the final decision be- 
fore that date, the representatives 
of the labor unions were dropped 
cut, agreements essential to hasten 
it were made, and it was stipulated 
that pending the final disposition of 
the cause the carriers would keep ac- 
counts of the wages which would 
have been earned if the statute waa 
enforced so as to enable their pay- 
ment if the law was finally upheld. 

“Stating its desire to co-operate 
with the parties in their purpose to 
expedite the cause the court below, 
briefly announcing that it was of 
opinion that Congress had no con- 
stitutional power to enact the statute, 
enjoined its enforcement and as the 
result of the direct appeal which fol- 
lowed we come after elaborate oral 
and printed argument to dispose of 
the controversy. 

Two MAIN QUESTIONS. 

“All the propositions relied upon 
and arguments advanced ultimately 
come to two questions: 

“First, the entire want of consti- 
tutional power to deal with the sub- 
fects embraced by the statute, and, 
second, such abuse of the power if 
possessed, as rendered its exercise 
unconstitutional. We will consider 
these subjects under Gating, prop- 
ositions separately: 

1.) The entire want of con- 
stitutional power to deal with the 
subjects embraced by the statute. 

“There must be knowledge of the 
Power exerted before determining 
whether as exercised it was consti- 
tutional and we must hence settle a 
dispute on that question before going 
further. Only an eight-hour stand- 
ard for work and wages was pro- 
vided, is the contention on the one 
side, and in substance only a scale 
of wages was provided, is the argu- 
ment on the other. We are of the 
opinion that both are right and in a 
sense both wrong in so far as it is 
assumed that the one excludes 
the other. Both provisions 
are equally mandatory. ... How- 
ever, there is this very broad dif- 
ference between the two powers 
exerted. The first, the eight-hour 
standard, is permanently fixed. The 
second, the fixing of the wage stand- 
ard resulting from the prohibition 
against paying lower wages is ex- 
preasly limited to the time specified 
in section two (of the law.) It is 
therefore not permanent, but tempo- 
rary, leaving the employers and em- 
ployees free as to the subject of 
wages to govern their relations by 
their own agreements after the speci- 
fied time. 

“Concretely stated, therefore, tho 
question is this: Did Congress have 
power under the circumstances 
„„to provide a permanent 
eight-hour standard and to create by 
legislative action a standard of 


wages to be operative upon the em- ton 


Ployees for such reasonable time ag 
it deemed necessary to afford an op- 
portunity for the meeting of the 
minds of the employers and em- 
Ployees on the subject of wages? 
“Coming to the general considera- 
tions .. . We put the question 
as to the eight-hour standard en- 
tirely out of view on the ground that 
the authority to permanently estab- 
lish it is so clearly sustained as to 
render the subject not disputable. 
“What was the extent of the power 
therefore of Congress to regulate, 
considering the scope of regcula- 
tion which the government had the 
right to exe with reference to 
interstate commerce carriers, when it 
came to exercise its legislative au- 
thority to regulate commerce is the 
matter to be decided.

Surprised. 
AFTER FORTY YEARS. 


Arizonan, Who Has Not Been Here 
Since He Enlisted at Wilming- 
ton to Fight Indians During 
Civil War, Returns to Find 
City Transformed. 


Take a car! Take a bus! Well, I 
should say not! I want to see what 
this dinged old town looks like after 
forty years’ absence.” 

So John H. Cady, 71 years young, 
started out in a brisk walk from 


yesterday, having arrived from his 
home in Patagonia, Ariz., on a visit 
with his cousin, Millard K. Wilson. 

Mr. Cady is a genuine “old-timer,” 
having come to California by way 
of the isthmus in 1865. From the 
northern city he came to Wilming- 
ton and there enlisted in a regiment 
of cavalry to go to Tucson. While 
in the army he took part in the bat- 
tle of Camp Grant, near Tucson, 
when six American, forty-five Papago 
Indians and fifty Mexicans attacked 
and completely exterminated a band 
of 100 savage Apaches. When asked 
how many white men were killed 
in the melee Mr. Cady _ replied: 
“None. We didn’t go there to be 
killed.” 

“I returned to Los Angeles in 
1868,“ said Mr. Cady yesterday, “and 
Was surprised to see a number of 
houses dotting the country between 
here and Wilmington. Today I am 
lost in this neck of the woods. I 
would never have believed it pos- 
sible. Why, a fellow can’t see the 
town for the skyscrapers.” 

Mr. Cady is known as the author 
of “Arizona Yesterdays,” a volume 
giving reminiscences of his life in 
the territory and State.

A fornia real estate was con- 

summated yesterday, when 
capitalists of the East and this State 
joined in the purchase of 42,000 
acres of the famous Chowchilla 
Ranch. The properties include the 
Chowchilla canal and flowing wells. 
The Chowchilla Farms Company 
is the purchaser. Its principal 
stockholders are Louis F. Swift, 
president of Swift & Co. of Chicago, 
and O. A. Robertson of St. Louis 
and Sacramento. The seller is the 
United States Farm Land Com- 
pany, owner of the Chowchilla 
Ranch, which comprises 108,000 
acres located in the San Joaquin 
Valley. Charles H. Kendrick, presi- 
dent of Kendrick & Co., and Fred 
L. Washburn, both of San Francisca, 
negotiated the deal, Mr. Washburn 
representing Mr. Swift. 

The new holding of the Chow- 
chilla Farms Company has upwards 
of 10,000 acres improved. There 
are 6000 acres in grain, 2000 acres 
in alfalfa and 600 acres in rice. 
Plans have been made for planting 
at least 2000 acres to sugar beets 
neThe ugar beet industry has been 

a success in the Chowchilla 
— district, where about 4000 
acres have been grown this season, 
and it is stated that eventually a 
large portion of the new purchase 
of lands will be devoted 7 this 
crop. It is p to erect a su- 
gar mill and employ as food for fat- 
tening stock the chief by-products 
of the factory, which are beet pulp 
and molasses, while the beet tops 
produce excellent green feed. 


The new owners are also consid- 
ering the plan of erecting a canning 
factory to pack fruits, garden pro- 
duce and other products of the San 
Joaquin Valley. 

It is said that the Swift interests 
purchased this property to meet a 
business condition.

JOINS SUGAR COMPANY. 


Maj. Driffill was born in Rochester, 
N. T., September 24, 1859. His 
father was a lumber manufacturer. 
After a public school and commercial 
college education in Rochester, J. A. 
Drifill worked for L. P. Ross, a 
shoe manufacturer, gaining an im- 
portant executive position at the 
expense of his health On this ac- 
count he came to California in 1883, 
choosing Pomona as a residence. 

The cultivation of oranges and 
other fruits occupied him, unsuc- 
cessfully, for ten years. In 1883 he 
removed to Chino, where he en- 
tered the employ of the American 
Beet Sugar Company. His success 
there secured for him the work of 
establishing the factory at Oxnard, 
and on its completion the manage- 
ment of the institution, a post which 
he occupied with remarkable suc- 


acres were planted to sugar beets. 

The advent of the American Beet 
Sugar Company into the activities 
the San Fernando Valley, through 
the advice of Maj. Driffill, has been

When the great war broke there were on 
earth but three monarchs of importance 
who could by an imperial order force their 
country into war: the Kaiser, the Czar 
and the Mikado. Just how much the Kaiser 
and the Czar wanted war in order to make 
their people forget serious political griev- 
ances at home will never be known. Na- 
poleon said: “When there is trouble at 
home make war abroad; and the responsi- 
bility for the war in Europe must rest with 
unequal weight on both the Kaiser and the 
erstwhile Czar. The Czar may be some 
what absolved from responsibility, not be- 
cause of any nobleness of character, but 
because he was not so ready to fight as he 
hoped to be three years later. The Mikado, 
though he, too, controls the press, appoints 
and removes all officials of importance at 
will, and is empowered to make war by 
word of mouth, had nothing to do with the 
Serbian complications which Wilhelm blunt- 
ly refused to submit to any arbitration but 
that of the sword. The Emperor of Aus 
tria, nominally a ruler of importance, was 
in reality nothing but a jumping-jack an- 
mated by wires held in the Kaiser's fingers.

When the Kaiser declared war upon Rus- 
sia and France he said that God had thrust 
the sword into his hand, and the newspa- 
pers of his empire published nothing but 
dispatches which suited his purpose; and 
to this day no item on the war displeasing 
to the Kaiser has been published without 
speedy punishment for the offending paper. 
The same in Russia; but not the same in 
republican France and representative Eng- 


land. 


The bearing of Germany’s stringent cen- 
sorship is important to America at this. 
time. For instance, the people of Germany 
were told and convinced that France would 
be speedily overwhelmed as in 1870; they 


were told and convinced that the Zeppelins 


would destroy London and bring England to 


her knees; and now they are being told and 
convinced that the submarines, if ruthiess- 
ly employed, will starve England, France, 
Italy and Russia. But, as Germany needed 
to reach France by plundering Belgium, 
as the Zeppelins reached London by cross- 
ing Holland, so the Allies are to be starved 


by sinking laden ships from America, by 


killing American citizens and 
America’s right to navigate the high seas. 


Tho Kaiser, because he has more power 


than any man in his empire, is responsible. 
In the last analysis, however, it is not the 
person, the mortal man, Wilhelm, who is 
sponsible, but the regime which an abso- 
lute monarch represents. Not the man, but 
the system he stands for. And he is prac- 
tically absolute over Germany, though indi- 
rectly o. He is “absolutely absolute” over 
Prussia, and Prussia controls, by a farcical 
representative government which denies 
equality of franchise to three-fifths of the 
tizenry, the legislative and administrative 
departments of the empire. 

The people of Germany had nothing to 
say about going to war. The people of Rus- 
sia had nothing to say. Their kings told 


“them to go. They went cheerfully, enthu- 


siastically, because they were told that they 
were in the right and would be victorious. 
They knew nothing of the other country’s 
point of view. They were like men down 
in a well who have no knowledge of what 
is going on above them except from such 
words as the man with a crown on his head 
shouts down to them. The people of France 
went to war—not the President of France. 
They went eagerly, partly because war was 
forced upon them—as it may be upon Amer 
ica—and partly because they had poignant 
memories of Sedan. The people of Eng 
land went to war, too. But they debated 
and argued, scolded one 
threshed matters out, and finally decided in 
favor of war because it seemed best to Par- 
liament. The King had nothing to do with 
it. Kings have had little to do with Eng- 
land’s Commons since Charles lost his head 
for meddling, and the dull Hanoverians 
were imported to be figureheads. 


We have endured more jeopardy, 
suffered more insults and been in more 
precarious situations during the past three 
years than had~befallen Germany at the 
time the Kaiser said God had called upon 
him to destroy his enemies. Republics do 
not make war upon each other hastily. Their 
statesmen are answerable to the people di- 
rectly and ‘not to an abstract “voice of God.” 
In those couhtries where the press is free 
and the press is free only in republics, ex- 
cepting England, which has a democracy 
with an all-powerful Parliament—all sides 
of the questions are threshed out in the 
newspapers. And where the people are edu- 
cated and permitted to act for themselves, 
they act like gentlemen who have differ. 
ences. They submit to the courts; they ask 
for arbitration. They don’t hasten to use
